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Petition continues to 
try and take train 
whistle off track

Didsbury residents continue to sign a circulating petition ask¬ 
ing for the train whistle to be stopped, while Town Council is work¬ 
ing hard trying to find a remedy. 

At last Tuesday’s regular council meeting on September 2, coun¬ 
cil addressed the “train whistle” issuq/once again and Councillor 
Clem Kuelker advised council that they should be prepared to face 
a $6,000 bill for an itnpact study before the whistle is even consid¬ 
ered to be shut off. 

“This (impact study) is quite extensive. They have to sit at all 
the crossings and it extends into years of experience and includes 
everything and all of the incidents,” Kuelker told council. “They 
need to look at past accidents, near misses, and these types of 
things.” 

The study, if council chose to go ahead with an impact study, 
would cost taxpayers approximately $6,000. 

Once the impact study is conducted, the Town will men have to 
obey all recommendations that they have before the'Town can ap¬ 
ply to the Canadian Safety Council for the whistle to be shut off. 
Such requests that the audit will ask for is for a fence to be in¬ 
stalled, and possibly some more signage, and other related things.

“Even after all of this there is still no guarantee - even if you do 
everything that the (impact) study tells you to do that the whistle 
could be stopped,” Kuelker said. 

Kuelker also brought to council’s attention that they would pass 
a by-law which would shut the whistle off, although the Town would 
then take full responsibility if an accident was to ever occur. 

“If we did this the Town of Didsbury would have to be willing to 
face the consequences,” Kuelker said. The Canadian Pacific Rail¬ 
ways (CPR) also have the power to turn the whistle back on if 
there was ever an incident to occur. 

“The CPR can flick the switch back on after the first incident. It 
is not a given that the whistle would stop forever," Kuelker ex¬ 
plained. Councillor Harry Penner says that he is concerned be¬ 
cause there tends to be a large amount of pedestrian traffic using 
the railway tracks as a pathway and if the whistle was ever stopped 
these pedestrians could he injured. 

“I see dozens of people walking on the tracks everyday, you just 
never know what could happen,” Penner said. “For the amount of 
money and the amount of risk we would take... I just don’t think 
it’s feasible. If there are people out there that want to spend that 
type of money, I want to rain on their picnic - it’s not gonna hap¬ 
pen.” 

Town council has added this issue to the agenda for their open 
house meeting next month, October 15, beginning at 6 p.m. at the 
Train Station. “For now, we are still at square one... we have not 
made any decisions,” Kuelker added.

Local drivers are asked to 
slow down around town, espe¬ 
cially within local school zones, 
and local law enforcement offic¬ 
ers warn that enforcement will 
be up within the first few weeks 
until drivers learn to ease off the 
peddle a bit. 

The Town of Didsbury’s Com¬ 
munity Constable Greg Hnatiuk 
says he just wants to remind 
drivers that they need to slow 
down to not only save a ticket 
and demerits, but also to prevent 
any dangerous situations from 
occurring with children that may 
run into the path of an oncom¬ 
ing vehicle. 

“Drivers just need to slow 
down and obey the school 
zones," Hnatiuk stressed. 

“The speed limit is only 30 
kilometres per hour when school 
zones are in effect. 

The Town of Didsbury oper¬ 
ates under the Use of the High¬ 
way and Rules of the Road Regu- 
lations” which means that 
school zones are in effect from 
8:00 a.m. - 9:30 a.m. then again 
from 11:30 to 1:30 and finally 
from 3:00 p.m. to 4:30 p.m. 


The amount that a driver 
will be fined isn’t any differ¬ 
ent although the officers hold 
the line tighter, which means 
the “10 over grace period” 
doesn’t exist within school 
zones. If you are caught speed¬ 
ing, you will most likely be 
ticketed, Hnatiuk says.

Violators will also receive 
an extra demerit point on their 
license if they are caught 
speeding within a school zone, 


which causes insurance rates to 
increase. 

Hnatiuk wanted to increase 
the awareness for students, 
aside from drivers. 

Students who have to cross 
a road or walk near traffic need 
to look both ways before cross¬ 
ing the road, and only cross at 
sidewalks. 

Another tip that Hnatiuk 
wants to give students are those 
that ride their bikes to school. 
It is mandatory in the Province 
of Alberta to wear a helmet 
when riding a bike if you are 
under the age of 18. 

“Didsbury is quite bad for 
this, and if the kids don’t wear 
their helmets they could be fined 
$69,” Hnatiuk says. 

In order to have a safe and 
productive year, Hnatiuk asks 
everyone - young and old - to 
obey the rules of the road.

A cattle drive to Parlia¬ 
ment Hill initiative made a 
stop within the Wild Rose 
constituency last Thursday, 
where over 500 residents 
gathered in Airdrie to voice 
and show their support for 
the Canadian Beef Industry, 
which has been ignored by 
the Liberals, says Wild Rose 
MP Myron Thompson.

and rules. Aside from showing 
his support through the beef 
rally, Thompson released a 
press release calling for an¬ 
other aide package for Cana¬ 
dian beef producers. 

“This has gone on long 
enough,” Thompson said. 
“The federal government’s 
assistance plan ended on Au¬ 
gust 31, and with the border 
open only a crack, there re¬ 
mains much to do.” 
Thompson is calling for a 
comprehensive second phase 
in the federal government’s 
compensation plan for those 
stricken by the BSE crisis. 

“This tragedy has affected 
so many producers, we’re on 
the verge of a major catastro¬ 
phe. All producers have been 
affected whether they raise 
cattle, sheep, elk, or bison, 
and the next phase of the 
government’s compensation 
plan must reflect this.” 


County residents asked 
for building input

Mountain View County taxpayers are being asked for input 
into the possible construction of a new $5.5 million administra¬ 
tion building. 

Starting Thursday, 5,800 mail-out questionnaires were sent to 
residents asking whether they support the building of a new of¬ 
fice or the renovation and expansion of the existing Didsbury 
facility. 

The survey is the last in a series of public consultations re¬ 
garding the matter, with county council expected to make a final 
decision on September 24 or at a special meeting, said Reeve Ian 
Harvie. 

“There are a number of different views out there. We have 
tried to include the public in this process and be transparent. 
Council has gone through a great deal of review to look at appro¬ 
priate solutions,” said Harvie, noting council has not taken an 
official position on the matter. 

The existing building, constructed in the early 1960s, no longer 
meets space requirements, he said. 

The cost of a new building has been estimated at between $5.1 
million and $5.5 million. The cost of renovating and expanding 
the existing building has been set at between $3.5 million and

Health Board to 
meet with MLA’s

The David Thompson Regional Health Authority, which 
oversees health care services for more than 400,000 residents 
of central Alberta, has called a meeting with a dozen Tory 
MLA to express concerns with expected budget shortfalls in 
the newly-expanded health region. 

MLAs scheduled to attend the closed-door meeting in Red 
Deer on Sept. 8 include cabinet ministers Ty Lund (Infrastruc¬ 
ture), Shirley McClellan (Agriculture), Harvar Jonson (In¬ 
ternational and Intergovernmental Relations) and Victor 
Doerksen (Innovation and Science), authority officials said. 

Olds-Three Hill MLA Richard Marz is also scheduled to 
attend. 

Board chairperson Jean Graham said MLAs can expect 
members to express concern with the region’s projected budget 
deficit. 

“We will be seeking some advice and seeking some help from 
them,” said Graham. “We think this is an opportunity to talk 
to them about opportunities and challenges.” 

The region’s CEO, John Vogelzang, said, “Right now I would 
say that finance is the biggest issue. It will be a key issue. It 
will be in regard to the authority’s financial position.” 

It is “highly probably” that the authority will be in a defi¬ 
cit position this year, he said, noting the amount of the pro¬ 
jected deficit has not been made public. 

The board hasn’t finalized its 2003-2004 budget, and won’t 
to do so before Sept. 8, he said. 

Brian Judd, VP of Finance, said: “A deficit is likely. I think 
that’s a fair estimate. At this point I cant see a way not to be 
facing that dilemma.” 

The David Thompson Health Region includes Didsbury, Red 
Deer, Sundre, Olds and Innisfail.

Stop the whistle... 
no keep it blowing

Recent requests to stop or 
not to stop the trains from 
blowing the whistle as they 
move through our Town 
have moved again to the 
Council table. To some resi¬ 
dents, the piercing sound of 
the train whistle is an agi¬ 
tating nuisance and maybe 
even a health issue, whereas 
to others the sound is music 
to the ears and reflects a cer¬ 
tain vibrancy of industry as 
well as nostalgia. Opposing 
views on a subject can some¬ 
times provide interesting de¬ 
bate. The fact is that the use 
of a whistle on trains was 
not meant to make people 
angry or happy, it is used for 
safety reasons only. Conse¬ 
quently, the train whistle will 
not go silent in response to 
a simple phone call to the 
Calgary CPR office. 

The process to stop the 
whistle involves the sanction 
of four different bodies. All 
are concerned about safety. 
The whistle is the last line 
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of defense the train has to warn 
any living creature that might 
be on the tracks at the time of 
approach. The process involves 
Council passing a motion to 
"stop the whistle" and subse¬ 
quently creating a By-law pro¬ 
hibiting the use of train whis¬ 
tles within our boundaries. At 
that moment, the Town as¬ 
sumes all liabilities that may be 
connected with any accident 
involving trains. To enforce that 
By-law commits our Town to the 
safety demands of the four bod¬ 
ies referred to. These safety de¬ 
mands include a safety study of 
the tracks within our bounda¬ 
ries as well as an impact study. 
The cost of such a study is 
quoted to be $ 6,000.00. The 
safety demands are expected to 
include lights, bells and gates 
on all 4 crossing as well as a 
fence on one or both sides of the 
tracks from 7th Avenue in the 
south to the By-pass road in the 
north. Most of the cost for these 
safety devices will have to be 
borne by the Town. To make 
things a bit more complicated 
in our town is the fact that we 
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have a partner, Alberta Trans¬ 
portation, on the By-pass road 
since that crossing is a provin¬ 
cial Highway. Also, the tracks 
through our town are desig¬ 
nated high speed tracks at 88 
km per hour. The safety de¬ 
mands on a high-speed track 
are different than on a 48 km 
per hour track, as is the case 
in some other towns that we 
would like to draw a parallel to. 
Council is committed to take 
this issue serious, but not at all 
cost. The issue of whistle ces¬ 
sation is complicated. There are 
no quick and easy solutions; 
considerable time and money 
will be required to provide a 
solution that meets Transport 
Canada, CPR and the Town of 
Didsbury’s needs. Council 
would like your input and has 
decided to include the subject 
for information in our 
upcoming public forum that is 
to take place on October 15/03. 
Please keep this date open to 
attend the forum where a 
number of important issues are 
open for discussion and help us 
shape the Town to your liking.

Dear editor, 

At the end of the last week of 
August, I'm sure we all noticed 
that the last of the hanging 
baskets downtown were re¬ 
moved. The first of them were 
taken down a week or so ear¬ 
lier. The majority of Didsbury 
residents and business owners 
have come to really enjoy hav¬ 
ing these baskets beautifying 
their community and many peo¬ 
ple were not happy that they were 
removed so early. 

These baskets started off this 
year looking very straggly. This 
was due to the fact that they 
were picked up later than they 
should have been and also be¬ 
cause they were transported 
here in the back of a truck with 
a torn tarp placed over them as 
their only protection on the long 
drive from Rocky Mountain 
House. I did inform the powers- 
that-be that these baskets 
needed to be shipped in a semi¬ 
trailer for proper protection and 
even the people at the nursery 
would not allow all the baskets 
to be taken at once as they were 
concerned that they would not 
last through the journey. At 
least a couple of them did not

make it. However once the bas¬ 
kets that stood a chance were 
hung they looked awful until, 
after a week or so of watering 
and fertilizing, they perked up 
(plants are amazingly resilient) 
and made our downtown core 
more beautiful. 

As I'm sure most of you know, 
container annual plants can be 
maintained until at least Octo¬ 
ber, sometimes longer, depend¬ 
ing on the weather. After the 
heat of August all container 
plants are looking a little be¬ 
draggled but if we just hang on 
a couple of weeks the cooler 
night temperatures and the odd 
cooler day will help them to perk 
right back up. Some of the dried 
parts may need to be pruned out 
but if daily watering is main¬ 
tained they will shortly give us 
at least another month of color 
and beauty. When you consider 
that each of these baskets is 
worth approximately $45.00 at 
time of purchase it is well worth 
the effort to maintain them for 
as long as is possible. However, 
for some reason, the Town of 
Didsbury Operational Services 
Department decided that they 
should all be removed because 


they weren’t looking their best 
and be thrown away at the 
transfer station. These baskets 
had in fact not been watered for 
about 5 days prior to their de¬ 
mise because apparently the 
truck that carries the watering 
tank had broken down and was 
not repaired by the time the bas¬ 
kets were removed. Now when 
you consider that the total 
number of baskets that had 
been thrown out was worth 
about $1500 of tax payers 
money it is a horrible waste and 
an alternative method of water¬ 
ing should have been looked 
into. Perhaps they could have 
asked the business owners if 
they would mind watering the 
basket that hung in front of 
their stores just until the truck 
was fixed or maybe they could 
have moved the watering tank 
into another truck. Another 
possible reason for removing 
these baskets may have been 
that the seasonal staff was done

Taxpayers Association justifies alligations from County 


Dear editor, 

I will justify why the 
Taxpayers Association 
requested the information 
regarding public works 
and tax revenue, the 
newspapers reported last 
week. Late last year, this 
area of the County (north 
west) were talking 
"separation" and possibly 
joining with Clearwater 
County or standing alone. 
A weak road upgrading 
policy precipitated this 
request and the 
information was very 
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beneficial and was 
reported in the January, 
2003 papers and on our 
website. The Taxpayer 
Association, determined, 
road budget allocations 
were based on road miles 
in each Division. The 
lowest miles were Div. 5 
(Burrell) with 244 miles 
and Div. 4 (Harvie) with 
257 miles. The highest 
tax producers are Div.4 
(Harvie) and Div. 5 
(Burrell) for a total of 
$2,232,332.00. The com¬ 
parable tax contribution 


for Div.1,2,3 totals 
$2,000,200.00 and road 
miles average 300 miles 
each. So, tne Divisions 
with the most miles and 
carry the least heavy 
equipment, have received 
the largest road spending 
allocations. The Reeve 
suggested, at that time 
that the Association was 
a "Special Interest 
Group'. We did not want 
to be branded, by the tax¬ 
payers, as being "Separat¬ 
ists" so discussions were 
allowed to die.

But, the fact remains, 
the roads in this area 
support the heavy 
commercial equipment 
(oilfield and logging) that 
produce the highest tax 
revenue with the least 
amount of road 

improvement dollars. 
That was excellent infor¬ 
mation and I thanked 
Johnsrude for it.

Didsbury residents have 
watched the walls and roof 
come up quickly on the Aspen 
Ridge Seniors Lodge, located on 
the ridge on the east side of 
Didsbury as the summer pro¬ 
gressed. The Lodge will be home 
to 58 seniors suites and will 
also allow for 30 more jobs to 
become available within the 
Town. 

The Aspen Ridge Seniors 
Lodge has been a long awaited 
project for the community, and 
one that the Mountain View 
Seniors’ Housing (MVSH) 
Chief Administrative Officer, 
Doreen Wilson, is quite excited 
about. 

“There is a real need for a 
Lodge, like this one, in 
Didsbury. We have an increas¬ 
ing seniors population and 
Didsbury is really the last com¬ 
munity to receive a lodge,” 
Wilson said, adding that they 
have already had nearly 100 
seniors apply to be residents in 
the new lodge. 

Before a senior is accepted 
into one of the MVSH Lodges 
they are assessed to see if they 
are suitable and require as¬ 
sisted living care. 

In a Lodge environment a 
senior is fed their meals, those 
who need extra support are 
given that help, there is a hair 
salon on site, and recreational 
activities are offered to the sen¬ 
iors, aside from them having 
their own apartments. 

“To explain it simply - it’s 
for seniors that need support,” 
Wilson said. This will be the 
fourth lodge that the MVSH 
will own, with others being in 
Carstairs, Sundre, and Olds.

fort in just to raise $25,000,” 
Whittaker said. 

The $150,000 that the Foun¬ 
dation is trying to raise will be 
used for extras that seniors will 
be able to use for recreational 
purposes, and just so they have 
a comfortable and nice place to 
live. “The money will be used 
to put pictures on the wall 
right down to books in the li¬ 
brary,” Whittaker added. 

After the Aspen Lodge 
project is complete, the Foun¬ 
dation will move on to other 
projects that the Mountain 
View Seniors’ Housing man¬ 
age. 

“We are set up to financially 
assist all of the Lodges owned 
by the Mountain View Seniors 
Housing, within the County of 
Mountain View,” Whittaker 
said, adding that future 
projects could be raising funds 
for expansions to the Lodges in 
Olds and Sundre. 

Possible residents will begin 
being interviewed in October to 
determine if they meet the cri¬ 
teria for the new lodge. Those 
who would like to apply for 
employment can do so immedi¬ 
ately, although interviews 
won’t be conducted until 
January. The Lodge will be 
hiring staff for food services, 
laundry, housekeeping and 
personal care attendants. 
People can apply by calling 335- 
8404 or by coming into the 
MVSH office at 1704 20th 
Street in Didsbury, with a 
resume. Residents are expected 
to move into their homes next 
March. 


borrowing some of the funds, 
and also we received a HAPPI 
(Provincial health grant) from 
the Province.” The land which 
the Lodge sits on was donated 
for this project, which helped 
cut down on some of the costs. 

In order to assist the Moun¬ 
tain View Seniors Housing, 
with their endeavour a founda¬ 
tion was created - which has a 
completely separate identity 
from Mountain View Seniors - 
to raise money for different 
Lodge projects. 

Chris Whittaker, President 
of the Mountain View Housing 
Foundation, says that their 
goal is to raise $150,000 by next 
year. To date, since the foun¬ 
dation was established in June, 
they have raised approximately 
$ 20 , 000 . 

The foundation is very simi¬ 
lar to the “Olds College Foun¬ 
dation” in that they were es¬ 
tablished as a separate identity 
to raise funds specifically for 
large capital projects. 

The Mountain View Hous¬ 
ing Foundation is a registered 
charity, which means if an in¬ 
dividual or organization would 
like to make a donation they 
will be issued a tax receipt. 

The $150,000 figure, which 
the Foundation is trying to 
raise was selected for obvious 
reasons, and not because they 
are trying to raise a certain 
amount to pay for something 
in particular. 

“We had to come up with a 
goal that was significant, yet 
at the same time achievable. We 
didn’t want to put all this ef- 


said. “It took a lot of hard work 
to get here, many obstacles, 
but it’s finally becoming a re¬ 
ality which is nice.” 

“Seniors are important peo¬ 
ple - this is a much needed fa¬ 
cility,” Wilson added. The total 
Lodge is expected to cost 
around $5 million. 

“We are paying for the Lodge 
through a variety of ways,” 
Wilson said. “We are doing 
some fundraising, we are 


Right now. Didsbury is re¬ 
ally the only community with¬ 
out a Lodge,” Wilson said. 

The building, as most will be 
able to tell, will be a two story 
building with six different sized 
apartments for seniors. The 
majority of the apartments will 
be built to suit singles, but 
there will be suites available for 
couples. 

“It is very exciting to be in¬ 
volved in this project,” Wilson

Money for a new building or 
an expanded existing facility is 
available in county reserves, he 
said. 

The mail-out includes an in¬ 
formation brochure which 
reads, in part, the following: 
“Council has to decide whether 
to: (1) spend less money up front 
to renovate and expand the ex¬ 
isting building, knowing this 
option will result in restricted 
functionality and future flexibil¬ 
ity or (2) to pursue new con¬ 
struction, which costs more up 
front, but ensures optimal flex¬ 
ibility for future growth.” 

Regardless of the outcome of 
this week’s mail-out survey, the 
final decision on the matter re¬ 
mains with council, said county 
commissioner Elarold 

Johnsrude. 

In a non-binding plebiscite 
held during the last municipal 
election, more than 70 per cent 
of respondents said they were 
not in favour of construction of 
a new building. 

“Council decided to put it on 
the ballot to get some feedback 
from rate payers. That decision 
on the ballot was not binding,” 
said Johnsrude.

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Terry Fox run set 
to go this Sunday

Grab your runners, 
rollerblades, and bikes 
Didsbury and take part in the 
23rd Annual Terry Fox Run, 
scheduled to take off this Sun¬ 
day, September 14 from the 
Didsbury Memorial Sports 
Complex. 

Last year the local Terry 
Fox Run raised $5,498 and lo¬ 
cal organizer, Brenda Hem¬ 
ming, says she would like to 
either match that amount or 
even better - surpass it! 

Last year there were up¬ 
wards of 90 participants, and 
Hemming is hoping for even 
more. Afterall, the more the 
people the more money that 
can be raised to for cancer re¬ 
search. 

As most would know, Terry 
Fox was diagnosed with osteo¬ 
genic sarcoma (bone cancer) in 
his right leg in 1977 and had 
his leg amputated six inches 
above the knee. While in the 
hospital, Terry was so over¬ 
come by the suffering of Other 
cancer patients that he decided 
to run across Canada to raise 
money for cancer research. His 
journey was called, the Mara¬ 
thon of Hope. 

Terry’s Marathon of Hope 
took place in 1980 with the sim¬ 
ple objective of informing Ca¬ 
nadians of the importance of 
finding a cure for cancer. With 
fierce determination, he ran an 
average of 42 kilometres (26 
miles) every day for 143 days. 
Terry was forced to stop his 
run on September 1, 1980, 
when the cancer spread to his 


lungs. 

By February 1, 1981, Terry’s 
dream of raising $1 for every 
Canadian was realized - the 
Terry Fox Marathon of Hope 
fund totalled $24.17 million, 
and Terry died a few months 
later in June of 1981. 

On May 26, 1988, the Terry 
Fox Run became a Trust, inde¬ 
pendent from the Canadian 
Cancer Society, and received 
tax-exempt charitable registra¬ 
tion as a public foundation. The 
annual event continues to be

known as, The Terry Fox Run; 
the structural organization is 
known as The Terry Fox Foun¬ 
dation. 

To date, over $300 million 
has been raised worldwide for 
cancer research, and every dol¬ 
lar that Didsburians can raise 
will eventually help to find a 
cure. 

“I think it’s very important,” 
Hemming said. “These races 
raise a lot of money, and a very 
high percentage of the money 
goes directly to research.” 

The race is completely for 


fun, and Hemming encourages 
residents to pick up pledge 
forms from a number of partici¬ 
pating businesses, as well as 
invites everyone out to take 
part in the race. 

There are a number of two 
kilometre routes set up around 
town. 

“It is simply for fun, and it’s 
for a very good cause,” Hem¬ 
ming said.

The board of directors is pleased to provide an update on the actions of the Board and our member 
municipalities to address the financial matters of the Mountain View Regional Waste Management 
Commission. 

A one time emergency requisition of $11,000 per capita has been approved by the Board. The 
requisition will generate $300,000 in funds and will enable the Board to pay the current payables. The 
Board is also making a special request to Alberta Environment to release the remaining funds under the 
Capital Funding Agreement. 

Several operational changes are also being implemented to reduce the ongoing operational 
expenditures, including 

•Hauling waste directly from the Water Valley and Carstairs ECO sites to the Spy Hill landfill 
in Calgary.

Students aren't the only ones 
who have headed back to school 
this fall. September in Didsbury 
also marks the return of Adult 
Crossing Guards who patrol 
school crosswalks to ensure 
children of all ages make it to 
class safely. 

Volunteer Coordinator Carla 
Ridley took over the organiza¬ 
tion of the Crossing Guard Pro¬ 
gram for the elementary 
schools back in January. 

Since then she's managed to 
organize morning and after¬ 
noon shifts for at least six vol¬ 
unteers. 

"I need six people per day to 
make this work," says Ridley, 
who adds that ideally more vol-

unteers would always be wel¬ 
comed as "back up". 

Volunteering for the Cross¬ 
ing Guard Program involves a 


relatively small time commit¬ 
ment - about one half hour out 
of your day either in the morn¬ 
ing (8:15 am - 8:45 am) or af¬ 
ternoon (3:05 pm - 3:35 pm). 
"Anyone can participate; moms, 
dads, aunts, uncles, grandpar¬ 
ents, or concerned citizens," 
says Ridley. 

According to Ridley, one of 
the biggest offenses she and 
other crossing guards witness 
on a daily basis involve motor¬ 
ists who are either speeding 
through a school zone or fail¬ 
ing to stop for pedestrians. "We 
are allowed to take down li¬ 
cense numbers of anyone we see 
breaking the law and forward 
them straight to the police... We 


have quite a close working re¬ 
lationship with both the RCMP 
and By-law Officer in town. 
They help us out as much as

Hello everyone. I hope you 
have all had a lovely week in 
your late summer/early au¬ 
tumn gardens. As 1 mentioned 
last week, fall does not mean 
the end of gardening for the 
year and think one of the 
loveliest aspects of fall gar¬ 
dening is planting the prom¬ 
ise of spring. By that I of 
course mean bulb planting. 

The word “bulb” is a some¬ 
what generic term for a vari¬ 
ety of underground plant 
structures that store food re¬ 
serves from year to year and 
provide us with spring-, sum¬ 
mer-, and fall blooming 
plants. This group of struc¬ 
tures includes tuberous roots 
(e.g. dahlias & daylilies), 
corms (e.g. crocuses & free- 
sias), tubers (e.g. begonias & 
elephant ear), rhizomes (e.g. 
lily-of-the-valley & irises), 
and true bulbs (e.g. tulips & 
daffodils). For the moment I 
will focus on bulbs that are 
spring blooming, as those are 
the ones that are planted in 
the fall. 

The first thing to consider 
when planning your bulb 
planting is, of course, what 
you want to plant. Most peo¬ 
ple think of tulips, daffodils, 
crocuses and hyacinth when 
they are considering bulbs but 
those long-time favourites are 
just a fraction of the bulbs 
available to us. Some other 
great bulbs to consider are 
Alliums, Anemones, 

Chionodoxas, Winter Aconite, 
Fritillaries, Snowdrops, Bul¬ 
bous Irises, Squills, and 
Puschkinias. 

Another thing to keep in 
mind when choosing is the 
time of bloom. In order to 
have a continuous show you 
should try to plant early-, 
mid-, and late-season bulbs. 
Consider planting bulbs from 
all bloom periods in order to 
have ongoing flowering until 
the summer flowers start 
their show.

Planting the promise of Spring 


Once you have decided 
what bulbs you are going to 
use the next step is to go out 
and purchase them. When 
buying bulbs there are cer¬ 
tain things to look for. Bulbs 
should be plump and clean 
without any obvious damage 
such as dents and blemishes. 
They shouldn’t be squishy at 
all and you should choose 
those that are heaviest. In 
other words, if you go 
through the bin of tulip bulbs 
and you find some that are 
quite a bit lighter in weight 
than most of the others, they 
are probably dried out and no 
longer viable. Pick out the 
largest bulbs that meet all the 
other criteria for a healthy 
bulb, as these will usually 
give you bigger plants with 
better flower production. 

When planting bulbs it is 
always a good idea to refer 
to the package directions, 
your local garden centre spe¬ 
cialist or a good book or 
magazine on bulbs. I can cer¬ 
tainly recommend the book 
Lois Hole’s Favorite Bulbs. 
Each species listed in this 
wonderful book has planting 
directions that are specific to 
the type of bulb being planted, 
as well as giving general rule 
of thumb guidelines for most 
bulb planting methods. Re¬ 
member too that your bulbs 
should be fed when they are 
planted. There are good bulb 
fertilizers available from 
your local garden centre or 
nursery. 

When planting it is good 
to keep in mind what the end 
result will look like. Avoid 
planting in single rows be¬ 
cause this provides minimal 
aesthetic impact. Instead, 
plant in blocks so that you 
have masses of color that re¬ 


ally show up. A really great 
planting scheme to consider is 
naturalizing. This is a proc¬ 
ess of planting bulbs in a seem¬ 
ingly “scattered” pattern that 
appears to be naturally occur¬ 
ring. This can be done in a 
flowerbed, a treed area or even 
on a lawn. Remember though, 
that if you are going to natu¬ 
ralize a turfed area you won’t 
be able to mow it until the 
flowers are finished and the 
foliage has had time to “feed” 
the bulb. In this sort of situa¬ 
tion it would probably be best 
to use early blooming bulbs 
such as crocuses. If you can 
handle putting off mowing to 
a bit later than you normally 
would, the colourful lawn dis¬ 
play is well worth it. 

There is so much more in¬ 
formation regarding bulbs but 
there just isn’t the room here 
to discuss it all. You can find 
more information from the 
aforementioned sources as 
well as the internet, garden¬ 
ing magazines and your local 
library. You can also mail or 
email me with any questions 
or suggestions that you have.

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NOTES FROM NIGERIA 


QUESTION: My wife and I are above average in height. 
I'm 6 foot 3 inches and she's 5 foot 9 inches. We both had 
rather tall parents, too. Nevertheless, our daughter is 
very tiny. She is 9 years old and is only at the third per¬ 
centile for height. What could be causing this, and what 
do you think we should do? 

DR. DOBSON: There are many factors that influence 
a child’s growth, including a deficiency of growth hor¬ 
mones, heredity, nutrition, and the status of the boy or 
girl's general health. There is only one way to know what 
is causing your daughter's failure to grow, and that is to 
take her to an endocrinologist or other physician who 
specializes in these problems. The right doctor can iden¬ 
tify her condition and even predict with some accuracy 
how tall she will eventually become. In some cases, growth 
hormones may be administered, although I'll leave it to 
your physician to make that recommendation. Since your 
girl is 9 years old, you have no time to lose. Get her to 
the right medical authority quickly. 

Let me ask, by the way, is your daughter an anxious 
child? 

QUESTION: Yes, as a matter of fact, she is. Lannie is 
the most insecure of all our children. Why do you ask? 

DR. DOBSON: Because some recent studies have 
showed that persistently anxious girls tend to be shorter 
than their peers. This was the finding of Dr. Daniel Pine 
and others at Columbia University College of Physicians 
in New York. They found that the most insecure girls 
tended to be about two inches shorter as adults, and twice 
as likely to be under 5 feet 2 inches tall, than girls who 
were less anxious. Two specific disorders in the forma¬ 
tive years were most predictive of shorter height in adults: 
(1) separation anxiety -- seen in girls who don't have the 
confidence to spend the night at a friend's house or go 
away to summer camp; and (2) overanxiousness — not 
just being uneasy about a threat or problem, but a gener¬ 
alized worry about many things over years of time. 

One study showed that anxious girls had high blood 
levels of the stress hormone cortisol, which can stunt 
growth. Interestingly, anxious boys in the investigation 
were not found to have higher cortisol levels, and they 
did not tend to be shorter than their peers. This suggests 
that girls may respond to stress biologically differently 
than boys. For whatever reasons, anxiety is linked to lesser 
growth in females alone. 

Once again, you need to have your daughter examined 
and evaluated medically. There may be a more obvious 
and treatable reason for her growth deficiency. 


QUESTION: Did either of your children experience 
night terrors? 

DR. DOBSON: No, but our daughter once had a very 
unusual nightmare. When she was 4 years old, she woke 
up screaming at about midnight. When I came to her bed 
she told me excitedly that the wall was about to collapse 
on her. 

"It's falling. It's falling, Daddy! The wall is falling," she 
screamed. 

She was obviously very frightened by the dream. I took 
her hand and said, "Danae, feel that wall. It has been 
there a long time. It isn't going to fall. You are ok. Now 
go back to sleep." 

As she settled down in the covers, I went back to bed 
and was quickly asleep again. But six hours later, a pow¬ 
erful earthquake rattled Los Angeles and shook my wife 
and me right out of bed. I rushed to Danae's room to bun¬ 
dle her up and get her out of the way of that wall, which 
was jumping and shaking like crazy. 

Did our 4-year-old have some kind of forewarning of 
the earthquake in the midnight hours? I don't know, but 
I'll tell you this: I made up my mind that day to believe 
her the next time she told me the wall was going to fall.

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Credit runs short - even for big cities

Dear Family and Friends, 

Nigeria has a cash economy: 
you want something; you pay 
the money. The ordinary person 
doesn’t even use cheques 
(checks) here. Larger pur¬ 
chases sometimes require 
shopping bags full of cash, but 
that’s the way it is. We were 
amused when our neighbor, 
Jenni, told us about her 
orientation in the States where 
they told her that she could just 
use her ATM (ABM) card to get 
money any place in the world. 
Well, that just isn’t so. I did see 
a bank machine in the Hilton 
in Abuja, but I certainly 
wouldn't use my credit card 
here! Unlike North America, 
cash machines are not common 
and probably not safe. 

I’m sorry to say that one 
major reason for the almost 
universal use of cash is the 
abuse of credit. Money owed 
often doesn’t get paid. We have 
lent money to people and some¬ 
times we have been repaid. 
Mostly we just don’t lend 
money. The idea is that the 
money owed would be repaid if 
the person who lent the money 
really needed it. That kind of 
concept doesn’t sit too well with 
those of us who are foreigners. 

This needs to be taken into 
context. The vast majority of 
people in Nigeria are truly 
poor--they don’t have extra 
money. In fact many are look¬ 
ing for money to just feed and 
cloth their families. Just be¬ 
cause people are financially 
poor does not mean that they 
are destitute. The extended fam¬ 
ily and the village family sup¬ 
ply a support network to help 
in times of trouble. And in some 
ways, poor people can be more 
content and 'happier' than 
those of us who have so much 
and expect more. Just a little 
comment there on the materi¬ 
alism of our home countries. 

So what happens when peo¬ 
ple owe money and it doesn’t 
get paid? Often there is a long 
grace' period when the person 


is reminded about the amount 
owed. Since things often move 
slowly here, immediate pay¬ 
ment isn’t really expected. 
However, there comes a day of 
reckoning when drastic meas¬ 
ures' are taken and the person 
is made to realize that payment 
is necessary now. All of this 
to explain why most of Jos and 
Bukuru haven't had water 
from the city for a few weeks. 
Electricity bills and water bills 
are meant to be paid. The 


Plateau State Water Board is a 
state-owned utility. NEPA, the 
electricity provider, was a 
federal utility until it privatized 
a few years ago. Now here we 
have two organizations, neither 
of which will admit to having 
any money, both owing the other 
large sums. Probably letters 
were sent warning of the 'dire 
consequences' of not paying im¬ 
mediately and after several 
weeks, the water board had its

electricity supply cut off. Hence, no water for the city. Now, there is supposed to 
be a back-up generator for the water pumps, but it probably hasn't worked for 
quite a while. 


Tonight our house helper came with her daughter, who works for the Plateau 
State Water Board. The daughter told us that the dispute between NEPA and the 
water board had been settled and the water should be flowing soon. 

Wednesday morning Janet had to 'run around to get wet' in the shower. This 
seemed a bit strange since the School is now using its new borehole with plenty of 
water. However, there has been almost no water from the city for the rest of the 
town. So, Pineview Hostel asked to get water from Hillcrest. They installed a tap 
behind our house some time ago, but we’d almost forgotten about it. Well, Tuesday 
afternoon they hooked up their hose to the tap and started filling their tanks. 
However, this meant that we had virtually no water pressure in our house. I 
didn't figure it out until after Janet went to School. Then I checked and found the 


water running from our tap. I shut off the tap and took my shower-good water 
pressure! Then I talked with the maintenance man, Jesper, and the house parents 
at Pineview. I asked that they take the water during the night so that we can still 
have water pressure during the day. If we need to take a shower or wash clothes 
we will just shut off the tap for awhile. It should work out well for all of us. 

We are really grateful for the abundance that we have; God has been so good to 
us and we thank Him.

Protecting Alberta's habitat together 


The parkland region - a great swath of aspen grassland cutting across the province 
between Red Deer and Edmonton and the Saskatchewan border - provides vital habitat 
for waterfowl, white tailed deer, and several endangered species, yet only about 10 per 
cent of its native vegetation remains. The rest has been ploughed under or lost to 
industrial and residential development 

What's left of this habitat cannot be protected well unless everyone with a stake in 
its future works together. That's why the petroleum industry, in partnership with many 
environmental associations and government agencies, is committed to the Parkland 
Natural Region Inventory and GIS Mapping project. 

The project identifies each habitat by location, size and ownership, and then maps 
them using sophisticated technology. This allows vegetation, wildlife populations, water 
bodies, municipal boundaries and more than four dozen other kinds of information to 
be plotted on separate map 'layers'. Those layers can then be combined as needed to 
simplify planning and resource management Nearly all of the inventorying and 
mapping of the vegetation is complete. 

Alberta Sustainable Resource Development oversees the project partnership. It brings 
together the Canadian Association of Petroleum Producers, Petroleum Technology 
Alliance Canada, Alberta Conservation Association, North American Waterfowl Manage¬ 
ment Plan/Ducks Unlimited Canada, Canadian Wildlife Service, Nature Conservancy of 
Canada and Alberta Research Council. All will have access to the study data to help 
with their own planning. 

Ron Bjorge, Sustainable Resource Development's Head of Wildlife Management for the 
Southeast Region, Prairies and Parkland, is the project coordinator. "Everyone involved 
is very interested in the native vegetation that remains. It is important in 
terms of its natural values, its economic benefits, and its 
, aesthetic gualities. With a comprehensive knowledge
